Marianist Missionary to Yokohama, Father Gerber, Dies 


Father Francis W. Gerber died at the age of 81 in Dayton, Ohio on the first of September. Father Gerber 
was born of Dutch-German ancestry in Cleveland in 1914 and entered the Society of Mary in 1932, following his 
elder brother Herman. After his ordination as a priest in 1945 he completed his education at the University of 
Dayton and Western Reserve University. He then came to Japan in 1948 for thirty-seven years of missionary 
work. 


At St. Joseph International School (formerly College) in Yokohama, Fr. Gerber worked as a teacher, 
chaplain, and principal. Interviewed in 1982 by the school publication when he celebrated his 50th year as a 
Marianist religious (Golden Jubilee) Fr. Gerber said, "There was a need for Marianists in Japan right after the 
war, so | volunteered.... | have no misgivings about doing missionary work among the Japanese people..... 
(Religion) shows us the way to reach God...and to me, this is the most important thing." 


When asked about teaching sons of his original students, Father replied, "| am very happy to be in this 
situation. It is a great pleasure to know that you can be of service from one generation to the next." The school 
article then went on to interview various people about Fr. Gerber. 


Mr. Hans Enderle, a former student of Father's and the father of a 1983 graduate, stressed "his 
consideration of the feelings of others....he looks almost exactly like he did when we graduated 25 years ago. 
May God give him many, many more years of good health and service." Sister Carmel O'Keeffe, former Principal 
of St. Maur International School, was impressed by the "Christ-like way he goes around doing good at all times." 
And Brother Leo Kraft, a Swiss Brother who saw St. Joseph through the Second World War and himself died in 
1991, said "Follow Father Gerber one day in his prayer life, his class work and his communication with the 
people and you will know what Father W. J. Chaminade meant by a true Marianist." 


The school opening mass was dedicated to Fr. Gerber and the statement read by Brother DuWayne 
Brisendine, St. Joseph's principal, was also read at Fr. Gerber's funeral in Dayton. Although Fr. Gerber is gone, 
he has spiritually touched thousands of hearts in Japan and around the world with Christ's message.

Many were the visions realized in the art room this year as a 
large number of students, encouraged to look inward and 
express these visions, produced a wide variety of interesting 
projects.
